The details are given in mail 
dispatches received at the war depart- 
ment this morning. His crime was 
repeated and cruel murders. Rios was 
one of "those fanatic outlaws to whose 
.breeding the Philippines seems peeu- 
liarly adapted. He organized what he 
called the "exterior municipal govern- 
ment" and created titles for-himself 
and his adherents with prodigal gener- 
osity. By all accounts his forces wera 
made~"up like those of Santo Domineo. 
rot a private in. them.

1'eutenant general, twenty--flve major 
generals, fifty brigadiers and colonels 
•?• ithout number. .It was said that there

malaria. While the two are identical. 
the scarlet fever preto7,oa in appear- 
ance suggests the "marguerite" forma- 


tion of the malaria microbe. 


Up to now it has been held in the 


medical world that the eerm of scarlet 
fever was a vegetable organism. Dr. 
Mallory, as a pathologist, has appar- 
ently succeeded where the bacteriolo- 
gists have failed. 


Owing "to its especially 
infective 


character scarlet fever has been thc- 
subject of close study by physicians. 
It has been considered to arise from 
sources kindred to all diseases which 
arp manifested in a rash, like measles. 
Heretofore scientists have proceeded 
upon the theory that a bacillus was 
the agent of infection. 


Dr. Mallory is the first assistant vis- 


iting pathologist at the Boston city 
hospital, where he has had ample op- 
portunity to study scarlet fever. He 
is a young man. He comes from Cleve- 
land. He was graduated in 1S86 from 
Harvard and from the medical school 
in 1S90.

Rathbone May be Summoned to Tell 


Senators What He Knows—Sena- 


tor Hanna Disgusted. 
>, 


1M 


Washington, Dec. 16—"It was 
the 


most pettifogging police court scene I 
ever heard of. It was rank." 


This by Senator Hanna as he left 


the hearing on the Leonard Wood case 
before the Senate military affairs com- 
mittee. 


The witness before the committee 


was Alexis S. Frye, formerly commis- 
sioner of education 
under General 


Wood in Cuba. 


Senator Foraker of Ohio had sub- 


jected Mr. Frye to several questions. 


Mr. Frye was reading from a letter 


n.which was told a story that General 
Wood had "held up" the salaries of the 
Cuban -teachers just as the latter were 
to leave Cuba as the guests of Harvard 
university. 


"Do you think that letter is an hon- 


est opinion?" queried Senator'Foraker. 


The retort was quick. "Do you think 


Senator, that that was an honest ques- 
tion?" 


Several scenes cf this kind occurred 


in committee. Senator Hanna was a 
witness to all of them, although not a 
member of the committee and when 
he left the hearing he was disgusted. 


.There were two other important de- 


velopments. The first was that the 
committee has practically decided to 
ignore Senator Hanna's requesftliat 
Wood be summoned from the Philip- 
pines to testify. 
* TJie other is that Senator Hanna may 
mafce an-effort to have Major Rath- 
bone. Wood's chief accuser, summoned 
before the bar of the Senate and in 
executive session give his testimony, 
to the full Senate rather than to the 
committee. 


Secretary Root will be heard by the 


committee. 
He will testify in effect 


that all of Wood's actions in Cuba had 
the full endorsement of the War de- 
partment and the administration. 


The probabilities are that the com- 


mittee will close the meetings today* 


The opponents of General Wood, in- 


cluding Senators Hanna, Teller and 
Scott, are convinced that no results 
can be secured in committee. 
They 


will make their fight in open senate. 
However, they will persist upon the 
point that 
General Wood should be 


summoned from the Philippines.

WANTED AUDITORIUM FOR THEIR 


MINSTREL SHOW. 


No Agreement as to Terms Could be 


Reached—Resolutions Passed by 


the Lodge of Elks.

Sonic time ago the members of New- 


ark Lodge, No. :J91, B. P. O. E., of this 
city, decided to give a minstrel enter- 
tainment in the near future, and com- 
mittees were appointed to make the 
necessary arrangements. The commit- 
tee on hall say they endeavored to se- 
cure the Auditorium and offered to pay 
the prico, but were refused, the man- 
agement demanding thirty-five per 
cent of the gross receipts. 
It is said 


that the management of the Auditor- 
ium claimed that a resolution had 
been passed by the trustees that no or- 
t'cr, society or any one else could get 
the hall on any other terms. 
At the 


meeting of Newark Lodge of Elks held 
on Tuesday evening, the following res- 
olution was adopted: 


"Whereas entertainments under the 


auspices of local orders, societies, 
r hurdle's and citizens of Newark have 
[•een refused the use of the Soldiers 
nnd Sailors' Memorial Auditorium on 
terms granted traveling 
theatrical 


companies, and 


Whereas, the said Auditorium is a 


T-ublic institution supported by taxa- 
tion, and 
\ Whereas, the earnings of said insti- 
ll ntion has not been use-d for the main- 
tenance of the same, making the same 
a. burden upon the taxpayers, when it 
jtovglit to be self-supporting, and 


Whereas, The Benevolent and Pro- 


Jective Order of Elks, No. 391, of New- 


v, Ohio, has been refused the use of 


paid Auditorium for the purpose of 
giving a home entertainment, except 
upon prohibited prices, and 


Whereas, it is believed that the act 


of the Ohio Legislature providing for 
flic management of said institution is 
unconstitutional and void. 


Therefore be it resolved, That this 


lodge forthwith institute such legal 
proceedings as are necessary to test 
the legality of said act to the end that 
the management of "said 
institution 


may be changed. 


An Advocate reporter called on sev- 


eral of the trustees of the Auditorium 
this morning in order to' secure their 
version of the matter. It seems that 
the trustees were flooded at one time 
with applications from secret societies, 
churches and organizations for permis- 
sion to hold entertainments in the Aud- 
itorium at reduced rates. This, they 
say was impossible, as they were at 
great expense and the only way they 
could meet the expenses of keeping, 
up the building was to get all they 
could out of the Auditorium. To this 
ead—ttoe— -following -•resolution - -was- 
adopted at a meeting held October 14, 
j901, which has' been rigidly enforced 
ever since: 


Resolved, That the following rules 


and regulations for the use of the Aud- 
itorium be established: 


That all shows and public entertain- 


ments not traveling shows, and not 
traveling shows localiy engaged or em- 
ployed, excepting school commence- 
ments, public meetings'at which, no ad- 
mission is charged and except enter- 
tainments given for the .benefit exclu- 
sively of public charities, shall be al- 
lowed the use cf the Auditorium by the 
manager upon the same footing or 
basis as the ordinary traveling shows, 
the charge in such cases to be 35 per 
cent of the gross .receipts of the house, 
and 65 per cent to the attraction, in- 
cluding orchestra, and that a charge 
of $70 for night and $50 for day shall 
be made to all public meetings al 
which no admission is charged, and 
that the board hereafter invariably de- 
cline to make special rates or grant 
special privileges. 


That the charge for school 
com- 


mencements and entertainments giver 
for the benefit exclusively for public 
charity shall be 850 without orchestra. 


That under no circumstances shall 


rhe Auditorium be leased for political 
meetings. 


It is claimed that the constitutional- 


ity of the law providing for the man- 
aaemer.t of the Auditorium has already 
been tested in the courts and the act 
nronounced valid.
